Evidence Shows Ray Lamphere

testim ony giv en b y a nu m b er of the 
sta te ’s w itnesses that testified in the 
trial of Lam p here for the m u rder of 
Mrs. G u nness and her three children. 
Throu gh these w itnesses Prosecu tor 
Sm ith tried to p rov e the allegation 
that a strong motiv e ex isted for the 
defendant to annoy Mrs. G u nness and 
that this annoy ance term inated on the 
m orning of Ap ril 28 in Lam p here set­ 
ting fire to the hou se. 
T he lov e affairs of Mrs. Gu nness 
and 1 am p here w ere also told b y Will­ 
iam Slater, and in his testim ony the 
state claims tha t it has fou nd mu ch 
of v alu e to strengthen its p osition that 
it was b ecau se of the falling ou t b e­ 
tw een the two that Lam p here sou ght 
to harm her. 
W ith Josep h Max son, the man who 
escap ed aliv e from the b u rning hou se, 
on the stand, the first p art of his story 
of the fire was told. 
Lou is Ru ehl, a saloonkeep er, te sti­ 
fied that Lam p here while in his p lace 
of b u siness o n e night made the re 
m ark that if “the old woman did not 
lor -o him alone he wou ld send her 
cv t r the road.” 
Au stin Cu tler, a local u ndertaker, 
testified to the length of time the 
b odies of Mrs. G u nnels and the chil­ 
dren w ere at his m orgu e b efore b eing 
ship p ed to Chicago. 
T he su p p osition 
is that from this testim ony Prosecu ­ 
tor Sm ith will lead u p to dou b t as to 
how' p oison got into the stomachs, for. 
according to 
a statem ent in cou rt of 
Attorney 
W orden, the defense will 
contend that Mrs. G u nness su icided, 
su p p osed’y killing the children first 
and then setting fire to the hotts“ he» 
fore taking the fatal dose herself.

As the ou tcom e of this the whole 
cou ntry was arou sed; the retchstag 
endorsed the attitu de of many of its 
p rom inent m em b ers when 
they 
de­ 
nou nced the sov ereign, and Chancel­ 
lor v on Bu elow, while he attem p ted to 
sm ooth away the affair, u ndertook to 
com m u nicate to his m ajesty a straight- 
forward and u nv arnished statem ent of 
how the G erm an p eop le v iewed his 
interv ention in affairs of state. 
T he Interv iew b etween the em p eror 
and the imp erial chancellor took p lace 
at the new p alace In Potsdam and at 
Its conclu sion the em p eror m ade for­ 
mal p romise to his p eop le that in the 
fu tu re he wou ld not act ex cep t throu gh 
the chancellor and his associate m in­ 
isters. 
This p romise was m ade nu b ­ 
ile in the Reii hsanzeiger, the official 
m agazine of the emp ire. 
It was in 
the form of a note, p rinted on the 
front p age, w here decrees, the tex ts 
of treaties and the p romu lgation of 
new laws u su ally ap p ear. 
It follows: 
“ Du ring the 
au dience granted 
to 
the imp erial chancellor, his m ajesty , 
the em p eror and king, listened for 
sev eral hou rs to a rep ort b y Prince 
Bu elow. 
T he imp erial chancellor de­

tion with the article p u b lished In the 
Daily Telegrap h, 
lie also ex p lained 
the p osition he had taken du ring the 
cou rse of the deb ates and interp ella 
tions on this su b ject in the reiehstag 
His majesty , the em p eror, receiv ed 
the statem ents and ex p lanations with 
groat earnestness and then ex p ressed 
his will as follows: 
“ ‘H eedless of the ex aggerations o( 
p u b lic criticism, which are regarded 
b y him as incorrect, his m ajesty p er 
reiv es that his p rincip al imp erial task 
is to insu re the stab ility of the p oli­ 
cies of the emp ire, u nder the gu ar­ 
dianship 
of 
constitu tional 
resp onsi­ 
b ilities. 
Tn conformity therew ith, his 
m ajesty , the em p eror, ap p rov es the 
chancellor’s u tterances in the reieh­ 
stag ami assu res Prince v on Bu elow 
of his continu ed confidence.’ ” 
Prince v on Bu elow had determ ined 
u p on handing in his resignation if the 
em p eror had not met the cou ntry ’s 
dem ands, hu t as su ch a situ ation did 
not arise, the au dience ended with the 
em p eror say ing to the imp erial chan­ 
cellor that he rep osed fu ll confidence 
in his wisdom.

ROOSEVELT QUESTIONS THEM 


Endeavors to Find Out W hat Labor 


Wants From Congress and in W hat 


W ay He Could Be of Assistance to 


the Toilers of the Country—-Did Not 


Commit 
Himself 
on 
Any of the 


Propositions Submitted. 


W ashington, Nov. 18.—Members of 
the cabinet and justices of th e su­ 
preme court of the United States sat 
down with labor leaders from various 
sections of the United States at a 
dinner given by President Roosevelt 
at the W hite House to a num ber of 
personal 
friends 
and 
men 
closely 
Identified with the m ovem ent to bet­ 
te r labor conditions In this country. 
The occasion was one of the most in­ 
teresting events th at has occurred at 
th e W hite House in months. 
From the supreme court there were 
Justice Holmes and Justice Moody, 
both from M assachusetts. 
The cabi­ 
net was 
represented by 
Secretary 
Jam es R. Garfield of the interior de­ 
partm ent 
and 
Secretary 
Oscar 
S. 
Straus of the departm ent of commence 
and labor. 
Commissioner Charles P. Neill of 
the federal bureau of labor, Commis­ 
sioner E. E. Clark of the interstate 
commerce commission, T. V. Powder- 
| Iv, chif*f of the bureau of Information 
In th e immigration service; A ssistant 
Secretary of State Robert Bacon, Ma­ 
jor General Leonard Wood, Gilford 
jPinchot, chief forester of the United 
States, and United States Attorney 
[Henry L. Stimson of New York, all 
from the executive departm ents of 
| th e government, were present.

[New York was the only m em ber of 
I congress at th e dinner.

No news­ 
paper men were present and the first 
ntim ation of what took place was 
eagerly sought from the guests as 
hey left the W hite House. 
W hile the president did not commit 
llmself to any of the propositions sub­ 
dued by the various labor leaders 
iresent, it was learned th at he sought 
full expression of sentim ent from 
ill of them . 
Labor’s attitude on va- 
lous questions was reiterated, it Is 
laid, and the president listened in- 
erestedly to each argum ent present­ 
ed. 
Dinner a Complete Success. 


The dinner was a complete success, 
is far as could be learned, a spirit of 
larmony and co-operation seeming to 
irevail throughout the evening. 
No set speeches w ere made, the 
re sid e n t merely rising and explaining 
to his guests, after the last course 
lad been served, that he had brought 
them together for an Interchange of 
dews on public questions. 
Seated at the center of the long 
table, In the state dining room, which 
I Was beautifully decorated with roses, 
the president talked Informally with 


I ta bine! officers, members of the U nit­ 
ed States supreme court and labor 
leaders. 
Good-fellowship prevailed and occa­ 
sional flashes of humor or an apropos 
tory enlivened 
the occasion. 
Noi 
ras th e ,president alone in his ques­ 
tioning. 
He was ably seconded by 
lls lieutenants, Justice Moody, Sec 
re|pry Straus and Secretary Garfield. 
rho frequently asked nuestions of 
some of the captains of labor. 
The general im pression prevailed 
intone the labor leaders after the din­ 
ner, that the president’s m essage to 


congress will show some of the flavor 
of the conference 
W hile none of those who had par­ 
taken of the president’s hospitality 
would tell exactly w hat had been said 
at the table, they declared that the 
president had not “committed him­ 
self” on any of the subjects discussed. 
Occasionally 
the 
labor 
leaders 
would become Involved In a debate 
which would term inate In some tangi­ 
ble suggestions being offered. 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, In his machine-gun 
questioning, covered, it is said, every 
possible phase of the labor question. 
The labor leaders talked without 
reservation and were free to reiterate 
th eir pronounced attitude on tom e is­ 
sues to which congress has in the 
pest turned an unwilling ear. 
But 
w hat seemed most significant of all 
both to the president and other gov­ 
ernm ent officials present was the sug­ 
gestion th at congress should pass a 
bill of rights into which all labor leg­ 
islation should be incorporated, and 
should create a publicity board whose 
purpose would be to investigate and 
m ake public the details of controver­ 
sies between capital and labor. 
Th* plea for a bill of rights was 
made by P. H. M orrissey, while the 
publicity board idea was advanced by 
T. J. Dolan. 
The president’s interest in these 
two propositions was keenly and ob­ 
viously awakened, but as to his atti­ 
tude upon them he was noncommittal. 
T here was a divergence of opinion 
on some of the propositions advanced, 
but one of the leaders stated that the 
president told his guests that their 
differences would ultim ately result in 
more com prehensive ideas, and that 
he urged them to get together on 
everything, If possible, and present 
rn united front.

Through these w itnesses Prosecutor 
Smith tried to prove the allegation 
that a strong motive existed for the 
defendant to annoy Mrs. Gunness and 
th at this annoyance term inated on the 
m orning of April 28 in Lamphere set­ 
ting fire to the house. 
The love affairs of Mrs. Gunness 
and Lam phere were also told by Will­ 
iam Slater, and in his testimony the 
state claims th at it has found much 
of value to strengthen its position that 
it was because of the falling out be­ 
tw een the two th at Lam phere sought 
to harm her. 
W ith Joseph Maxson, the man who 
escaped alive from the burning house, 
on the stand, the first p art of his story 
of the fire was told. 
Louis Ruehl, a saloonkeeper, testi­ 
fied that Lam phere while in his place 
of business one night made the re 
m ark th at if “the old woman did not 
Ie? ~o him alone he wrould send her 
CV* i’ the road.” 
Austin Cutler, a local undertaker, 
testified to the length of time the 
bodies of Mrs. G u n n ^ s and the chil­ 
dren were at his m orgue before being 
shipped to Chicago. 
The supposition 
is th at from this testim ony Prosecu­ 
tor Smith will lead up to doubt as to 
how poison got into the stomachs, for, 
according to a statem ent in court of 
Attorney Worden, th e defense will 
contend th at Mrs. Gunness suicided, 
supposedly killing the children first 
and then setting fire to the house be* 
fore taking the fatal dose herself.

angry tide of popular feeling that 
sw ept the empire from end to end, 
Em peror William yielded to the na­ 
tion and promised henceforth to con­ 
form himself to constitutional m eth­ 
ods of conducting the policies of Ger­ 
many. 
The climax to the public utterances 
of the emperor was reached iii an in 
terview which he gave to an English­ 
man and which was published in the 
London Daily Telegraph on Oct. 28. 
As the outcome of this the whole 
country was aroused; the reichstag 
endorsed the attitude of many of its 
prom inent members when they de­ 
nounced the sovereign, and Chancel­ 
lor von Buelow, while he attem pted to 
smooth away the affair, undertook to 
communicate to his m ajesty a straight­ 
forward and unvarnished statem ent of 
howT the German people viewed his 
intervention in affairs of state. 
The interview betw een the emperor 
and the imperial chancellor took place 
at th e new palace In Potsdam and at 
its conclusion the em peror made for­ 
mal promise to his people that in the 
future he would not act except through 
the chancellor and his associate min­ 
isters. 
This promise was made pub­ 
lic in the Reichsanzeiger, the official 
m agazine of the em pire. 
It was in 
the form of a note, printed on the 
front page, where decrees, the texts 
of treaties and th e promulgation of 
new laws usually appear. 
It follows: 
“During the audience granted to 
the Imperial chancellor, his majesty, 
the emperor and king, listened for 
several hours to a report by Prince 
Buelow. 
The im perial chancellor de­ 
scribed the feeling and 
its causes 
among the German people in connec­ 
tion with the article published In the 
Daily Telegraph, 
lie also explained 
the position he had taken during the 
course of the debates and Interpella­ 
tions on this subject in the reichstag. 
His majesty, the em peror, received 
the statem ents and explanations with 
g reat earnestness and then expressed 
his will as follows: 
“ ‘Heedless of the exaggerations of 
public criticism, which are regarded 
by him as incorrect, his m ajesty per­ 
ceives that his principal imperial task 
Is to Insure the stability of the poli­ 
cies of the empire, under the guar­ 
dianship of constitutional 
responsi­ 
bilities. 
Tn conformity therew ith, his 
m ajesty, the em peror, approves the 
chancellor’s utterances In the reich­ 
stag and assures Prince von Buelow 
of his continued confidence.’ ” 
Prince von Buelow had determined 
upon handing in his resignation if the 
em peror had not m et the country’s 
demands, but as such a situation did 
not arise, the audience ended with the 
em peror saying to th e imperial chan­ 
cellor that he reposed full confidence 
in his wisdom.

cartridges were 
not found on the 
tracks over which the imperial train 
was to pass, but on the tracks paral­ 
leling these. 
Experts reject th e idea that any at­ 
tem pt against the life of the emperor 
was intended.

Chicago, Nov. 18.—P eter Van Vlis­ 
sengen, w’hose arrest for forgeries 
which will reach $700,000 caused a 
sensation, decided to forego tempo­ 
rarily his desire to begin immediately 
serving his prison sentence. 
He will 
rem ain in Chicago a sufficient time to 
ald In untangling his business affairs, 
which the Chicago Title and Trust 
company, the assignee, found in a very 
snarled 
condition. 
So 
clever 
were 
his forgeries of notes and mortgages 
th at the assignees were unable to de 
term ino the genuine from the spurious 
when they were presented by anxiou 
holders, and they had to be referred 
to the prisoner. 
One batch taken to 
the jail showed a face value of abou‘ 
$38,000. 
Half of the papers, readily 
distinguished by the man who de 
vised them, were forgeries. 
All day 
long Van Vlissengen’s form er office 
now tenanted by the clerks of the 
assignee, was besieged by holders oi 
paper purchased from the confessed 
forger. 
The clerks were making no 
effort to ascertain who were Van Vlis- 
sengen’s victims, confining their ef 
forts to searching for assets. 
Such 
notes as ' 
e presented for vprifica 
tior., however. were taken to the pris­ 
oner for the purpose. 
It wras pointed 
out to him that his presence here for 
a few days at least is essential, and 
he finally agreed to stay. 
The spurious paper so far brought 
to light Is said to constitute but a 
small portion of the total loss. Eighty 
thousand dollars Is the am ount so far 
unearthed, most of which was In the 
hands of prominent local brewers. 
A 
large num ber of people In moderate 
circum stances were caught, however, 
for sums the loss of w hich will be 
seriously felt. 
The prisoner persisted In his refusal 
to see old friends, m any of whom 
called to offer aid and m oral support. 
“T don’t want them to see me in this 
hum iliating 
position,” 
he 
said. 
“I 
w ant them to rem em ber me as I was 
about town. 
All I ask now is to get 
Into prison to begin serving my sen­ 
tence.” 
Van Vlissengan had declared that 
he did not want to see even his wife, 
but she called at the state’s attorney’s 
office and they were together In a pri­ 
vate room for only a few minutes. 
Judge Bethea in the United States 
district court appointed a receiver for 
Van Vlissengen’s property. 


FAMOUS OLD INN DESTROYED 


Deal Had Just Been Consummated for 
Sale of the Property. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Nov. 18.—Fa­ 
mous old Lookout Inn, on th e crest of 
Lookout Mountain, has been burned 
to the ground, together with all its 
contents. 
The owners, M essrs. Jung 
and Shammotulski, stated th a t a deal 
had just been consummated for the 
sale of the inn property for a consid­ 
eration of $135,000, and but for the 
fire the deal would have been closed. 
Aside from the hotel, four c o tta g e s 
and their contents were destroyed, 
entailing a loss estim ated at $1 0,000. 
The incline power house was badly 
damaged and the trestle on the face 
of the bluff was ablaze for a consid­ 
erable time. 
The fire started In th e south wing 
of the hotel building, presum ably from 
a defective flue. 
The building was as 
dry as tinder and a high wind which 
was blowing across the m ountain from 
the w est quickly carried the flames 
the entire length of the building, and 
•he structure was consumed in a very 
short time.

Fear wa.- 
extinct within him. He cared no more 
for detachments of cavalry than hi 
did for cowering sheriffs. 
Affairs in New Mexico finally came 
to such a pass that half the cattlemen 
paid the youthful desperado tribute. 
It was only after Pat F. Garrett was 
made sheriff of Lincoln county and the 
author of “Ben-Hur” (General Wal­ 
lace) urged that fearless gun flghtei 
and gambler to capture Billy the Kid 
that a determined effort was made tc 
end his reign of terror. 
The obstacles that Garrett had to en. 
counter called for all his headlong en­ 
ergy and nerve. Billy had the entire 
countryside in a state of abject terror; 
friends were ready to give him timely 
warning of pursuit; ranchmen dared 
not deny him lodgment or conceal­ 
ment. 
Pat Garrett undertook the capture in 
October, 1880, and on Dec. 20 he sur­ 
rounded the Kid and his band in a 
deserted house near Stinking Springs. 
After a siege lasting most of the day 
the outlaws’ ammunition was exhaust­ 
ed. 
Billy the Kid surrendered. 
He 
and his four followers, surrounded by 
a great force of armed men, were taken 
to Las Vegas and thence to Santa Fe 
for safe keeping. 
An array of indictments charging 
murder confronted him. He was tried 
on one indictment and acquitted, then 
tried on another and convicted. 
He 
carried himself throughout with sneer­ 
ing defiance. 
After he had been sen­ 
tenced to hang Garrett took him to 
Fort Stanton, near Lincoln. Two depu 
ties armed with Winchesters were as­ 
signed to guard him in the temporary 
jail in the Murphy & Dolan store build­ 
ing. 
In some 
mysterious fashion the 
Kid possessed himself of a revolver, 
shot down his guards, seized their 
weapons and appeared at the window. 
When another guard appeared the 
prisoner riddled his body with buck­ 
shot. Then he called to an old man on 
the plaza to bring him a file. 
Filing 
off one of his shackles, he called for a 
horse. 
One was brought, and he es­ 
caped. 
For nearly three months after that 
Billy the Kid led a fugitive life. 
Garrett dogged him patiently and final­ 
ly got jwlnd of bls hiding place—the 
ranch of Peter Maxwell, near Fort 
Sumner. It was uearly midnight when 
Garrett and two deputies quietly ap­ 
proached the Maxwell hacienda. Gar­ 
rett crept into the room where Max­ 
well was sleeping. 
Softly awakening 
the sleeper, he questioned him concern­ 
ing the whereabouts of the Kid. 
At that moment the hunted youth 
sprang into the room, calling out in 
Spanish, “Quien va?” (“Who comes 
there?”) 
It was Billy. 
He was un­ 
armed, and as he reached for his rifle 
Garrett shot him. 
The body of Wil­ 
liam Bonney (Billy the Kid) was bur­ 
ied in the military cemetery at Fort 
Stanton July 15, 1881. His age at the 
time of his death was twenty-one years 
seven months. 
There his body is to­ 
day, though in later years a corpse was 
exhibited throughout the west as that 
of tho fomrmq

Tho Uncanny Incident That Disturbed 
th# Quiet of an Old Virginia Homa. 
A Nightly Tramp That Never Ceased 
Until the House Wee Demolished. 


“I am not exactly prepared to say 
that I believe Id ghosts,’’ said the old 
(cntlemau from Virginia, “but at the 
same time, In view of certain things 
that have been told me by persons 
whose reputations for veracity do not 
admit of a doubt, I cannot allow my­ 
self to ridicule the Ideas of others who 
do believe lo an occasional return to 
earth of the dead. 
"There Is one case in particular that 
I know of personally and that can be 
vouched for by a number of citizens 
In the upper counties of my state, aud 
that Is the case of old Uncle Jabez 
Martin, who knew a number of well 
to do farmers iu Fauquier as well as 
In Spottsylvania, Rappahannock and 
other counties in the northern part of 
the state. ‘Uncle Jabe,’ as most every 
one who knew the old fellow called 
him, had considerable of the nomad In 
bis disposition and led a wandering, 
pastoral life. 
He was always willing 
to work when any one needed his serv­ 
ices and did a good deal of rough car­ 
pentering In return for a ‘meal O’ 
wlttles and a shakedown,’ as he ex­ 
pressed it, and aa he was pretty well 
known in the land of his pilgrimages 
it was a rare occurrence when he was 
not given a welcome. 
“lf old Uncle Jabe thought more of 
one family In the state than be did of 
another It was the Greens. 
Virginia. 
as all know1, is full of Greens. An es­ 
timable crowd they are, and nearly all 
of them consider themselves as relat­ 
ed In some degree of consanguinity to 
the others of that name. ‘The Greens 
of Virginia Is the finest tribe of that 
name in seven states,’ was the con­ 
stant boast of Uncle Jabe, and above 
and beyond any other Green anywhere 
he placed Marse Dickie Green of Fau­ 
quier. and that Is where my ghost 
story, lf you will please to consider It 
as such, begins. 
“One wild night In tho month of Oc­ 
tober not very long before the war tbs 
old wanderer made his appearance at 
Squire Green’s. Mr. Green waa called 
squire by virtue of being a Justice of 
the peace. 
Jabe wanted bls usual 
‘meal o’ wlttles and shakedown,’ and 
tt was at his service, as usual, and 
after a good supper he sat on the back 
steps of the house, smoked bls old 
pipe for awhile and then went to bed. 
“Squire Green was engaged In some 
work that kept him up until midnight, 
and as the clock struck 12 he heard a 
heavy sound on the stairway 
It seem­ 
ed as lf some one was coming down the 
steps with heavy Irons on the legs. 
The sound was carried to the door, 
which was opened noisily and then 
closed with a terrific crash. 
“Thinking it strange that old Jabes 
Martin would he guilty of raakiug 
such unnecessary noise, the squire 
rushed to the door and opened it. Tbs 
moon was shining in all Its beauty, 
and everything was perfectly calm and 
uobody In sight Back again went the 
surprised squire and up into the attic 
chamber, where Martin always slept 
when he made his calls. 
He found 
everything calm aud quiet there. 
It 
was the quiet of death, for old Uncle 
Jabe was lying supine on bis back, 
with bis glassy eyes staring right up 
to the ceiling, where the squire left 
him until the morning. 
“When he related the circumstances 
In the morning It seemed that every 
other one of the house had been dis­ 
turbed by the uncanny noises. 
The 
strange part or It is that next night 
the same sounds were heard again, 
even to the slamming of the door, and 
an investigation proved that there was 
no person to make them. There were 
no cowards In Squire Green's family, 
but the noises disturbed them, and 
when they were heard, as they were, 
frequently at Auidnight they became so 
used to them they would simply re­ 
mark that ‘Uncle Jabe was tramping 
again* and go to sleep again. 
“Friends and neighbors who knew of 
the ghostly exercises were averse to 
staying all night in tho house, and the 
darkies couldn’t be bribed to come near 
the place after nightfall. The Bounds 
never ceased nntll after the house was 
torn down, and even its demolition, 
which It was hoped might reveal the 
source of its strange and grewsome 
sound, failed to present any explana­ 
tion.

One la Missing and the Remaining 


Forty-one Are Safely Locked in the 


Stockade. 


Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 18.—Fifty 
fttate convicts employed in the mines 
at P ratt City formed a conspiracy to 
set No. 3 mine afire and escape during 
the confusion, and as a result eight 
of them are burned to death, one is 
mh-slng and the other forty-one are 
safely locked in the stockade. The 
last body has been taken o u t 
The coup was cunningly planned 
and daringly executed. 
A lot of timber lying in the manway 
was ignited and the convicts hoped 
when attention had been attracted 
to the flames they could make their 
way through the mine ahead of the 
smoke and fumes from the fire, and 
escape by the main entry. 
In this 
they miscalculated, for nine appear 
to have been suffocated. 
The others 
appeared to be meeting with success 
when 
the 
mine officials 
suspected 
something. 
One 
employe 
saw 
the 
flames burst out. Making his way to 
the 
outside, 
he 
informed 
others. 
Guards were at once placed, and the 
forty men were caught aa they came 
from the main entrance. The rescue 
work was then begun, for in addition 
to the convicts, it was known that 
there were a number of free laborers 
In the mines. All appear to have 
been gotten out safely except the con­ 
victs near the source of the flames. 
In checking over the prison lists 
only one man is missing, and it is not 
known whether he perished or made 
his escape. 
The fire did little damage to the 
mines.

Another Sensation in Famous North 
Dakota Case. 
Fargo, N. D., Nov. 18.—Another 
startling incident waa added to the 
long chain of dramatic events which 
have followed in the wake of the case 
against C. S. Cooper of San Diego, 
Cal., charged with forgery, when the 
m atter was called for trial here by 
Judge Pol lock. 
Cooper, who was under a $3,000 
bond, failed to appear, and the court 
ordered his bail forfeited and Instruct­ 
ed the local authorities to begin Imme­ 
diately a vigorous and thorough search 
for the missing man. 
At almost the same moment that 
Lawyer Stambaugh, Cooper’s attorney, 
was in court insisting that his client 
was in the city and would appear any 
moment, a telegram was received from 
Boston giving account of a strange 
letter received by Linwood Lewis of 
that city, postmarker Mount Vernon, 
N. Y., and purporting to he signed by 
Cooper. 
In the letter Cooper states he had 
been robbed and so severely beaten 
that he had forgotten everything ex­ 
cepting the address of Mr. Lewis, who 
it appears he had met in Boston last 
September. 
Lewis states that the let­ 
ter, which is written in a very inco­ 
herent way, has been turned over by 
him to the Mount Vernon police. 
This is the latest sensation in a case 
that probably stands without a par­ 
allel in the criminal history of North 
Dakota. 
About two years ago Cooper uttered 
a forged document at Wheatland, this 
state, and disappeared almost imme­ 
diately. 
He eluded arrest for two 
years, and on being finally located at 
San Diego, Cal., was only brought 
back here after a most sensational 
automobile ride in the dead of night 
and a hasty flight of the officers with 
their prisoner.

The motive for these contracts is not 
stated, but it is presumed that they 
were entered into by employees whose 
masters wished to keep their proclivi­ 
ties in check. There is nothing In the 
documents to suggest the existence of 
any organization for the promotion of 
temperance. The honor of being first 
in the field in this respect therefore 
still rests with Germany, where two 
temperance societies were founded in 
the sixteenth century. 
Of these the Order of St. Christo­ 
pher was formed by Siglsmund de 
Dlettrichstein on Jan. 18. 1517. and the 
O^der of Temperance by the landgrave 
of Hesse on Dec. 25. 1000. 
Tile mem­ 
bers of the one order were pledged to 
abstain from toast drinking, and the 
members of the other undertook not 
to drink more than seven glasses of 
liquor at a time, and that not oftener 
than twdce a day.—Chicago News.
